Extending the ISTH beyond our solar system 
presents problems.The speed of light is thought to b e "a limiting, 
factor (though see page 6) and this means that because of the 
fantastic distances involved the travelling time between stars 
would b e immense. If you put asa scale the distance Earth to Moon 
(our achievement so far taking three or four days) equal to the 
six inches -or so along this line you would have to go to America 
AND back ; twice to reach the nearest ..star - and most are hundreds 
of times further.Of course speeds can be improved by an advanced 
civilisation iidt'even at just below light speed- it-would take 
years for a one way trip. This is a lot in our life span b u t to 
a Redwood tree (which lives thousands, of years), its-not too much 
a burden.!Tho can say that our span is average?

basically the theory is that UFO's are time machines from our own 
future' scientifically exploring the past.The past to them includes 
our ancient md more'recent'past,our present and our future so that to 
us (assuming the machine's come from one era* s civilisation) the UFO's 
^vouia not appear to change much. Or of course the different typos of UFO 
could fee from different civilisations and eras and it would v, e inter¬ 
esting to find out if certain humanoid types seem to belong to certain 
UFO shapes. It is oi course foolish to believe that there will not be 
physical changes in the human v,°dy as evolution plays its coming role. 
Those changes could very well account for the difte-rant UFO humanoids.
